6 - 12 -05 & 7 - 2 - 2006 gave directions to the State Government for the implementation of the revised pay scales Allowances 
and Amenities for Judicial Officers as recommended by the First National Judicial Pay Commission .

Apart from medical benefits provided to the Judicial Officer , medical allowance of Rs. 100 .00 per month to meet 
the ordinary daily medical needs shall be given to all Judicial Officers . 


(14 ) Medical Allowance of Retired Judicial Officers : 


Retired Judicial Officers shall be paid monthly ordinarymedical allowance Rs. 100 .00 per month from the date of 
their retirement to meet ordinary medical needs. 


(15 ) Rent Free Accommodation : 


(a ) · All Judicial Officers shall be provided rent free Government accommodation according to their entitlement 

as recommended by Shetty Commission .

In case of non availability of Govt. accommodation , Collector/competent authority shall requisition suitable 
houses & make available to Judicial Officers in accordance with their entitlement and status. Rent of the 
accommodation so requisitioned shall be paid by the State Government directly to the landlord . 


( c ) 


House rent alļowance should not be payable to judicial officers residing in Govt. accommodation /Privalo 
accommodation provided by the Collector/ competent authority . 


(d ) 


Judicial Officers residing in their own houses with the permission of the competent authority are entitled to 
H . R . A . at the same rate as provided to the corresponding Government employees . 
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(e ) 


In case, husband and wife both are judicial officer posted in same station they shall be alloted one accmmo 
daton and they shall not be entitled for H . R . A . separately and only one of them shall be entitled for water and 
electricity charges. 


( 16 ) 


Concurrent Charge Allowance : 


All Judicial Officers shall be paid concurrent charge allowance at the rate ofminimum 10 percentof the pay. in case 
he is placed in charge of another court continuously beyond the period of 10 working days in addition to his original work . 


( 17 ) 


Special Allowance : 


: 


Judicial Officers who are assigned with administrative work in addition to judicial work shall be paid special 
allowance for administrative work in accordance with the rates specified by the High Court.

(18 ) Loan and Advances : 


Judicial Officers shall be provided advances/loan for construction ofhouse, purchase of plot, computer and vehiclc . 
in liberal terms, in accordance with the rules applicable to the officers of the Govt. of India .

City Compensatory Allowance : 


All Judicial Officers shall be paid city compensatory allowance as per the rules of the State Government.

( 20 ) Domestic Help Allowance : 

Retired Judicial Officers are entitled for Rs. 1250.00 per month , from the date of their retirement, as domestic help 
allowance .

Judicial Officers are entitled to the allowances and facilities from 1- 1 -2006 and financial benefits shall be given to 
them from 1.-4 - 2006 .
